Washington, April 7.—Minnesota, 
with her twenty-four votes in the 
San Francisco convention, swung 
into line today for Mitchell Palmer 
for president. 

From now on it is expected that 
» other states to declare their prefer- 
ence through primaries or instruct- 
ed delegations selected in conven- 
tions will join the indorsement of 
the candidacy of the attorney gen- 
erla and his platform of support of 
the achievements of ‘the democratic 
party, and that he will go before 
the convention far in the lead and 
keep that placé from the first bal- 
loting until the choice is made. 

State for Palmer. 

¢, CC. Carlin, chairman of the 
Palmer primary campaign commit- 
tee, received a telegram late today 
from Fred B. Lynch, democratic 
national committeeman from Min- 
nesota, stating that the entire dele- 


gation chosen by the state conven-- 


tion yesterday is solidly for Palmer 
and will vote as a unit throughout 
the balloting. 

According to custom the delegates 
chosen by the Minnesota_convention 
were not instructed, but every dele- 
gate selected went before the con- 
vention as a Palmer man, and was 
chosen on account of his presiden 
tial preference, and the delegation, 
in effect, is more strongly bound 
than if pledged for Palmer by action 
of the &tate convention. 

Convention Spirited. 

The Minnesota convention was a 
spirited one in the choice of per- 
sonnel, but as all who wanted to go 
as delegates were Palmer men, there 
was no doubt about the sentiment 
ef the convention in favor of the 
attorney general. The convention 
also was unanimous in its indorse- 
ment of democratic achievements 
and its voice for a campaign based 
upon affirmation and not repudiation 
of the great record that the party 
made before the country while in 
power. 

Mr. Carlin also has been advised 
by Wilbur Marsh, national commit- 
teeman from Iowa, that the solid

Palmer from first to last. 
delegation has already been chosen, 
and although nominally it will carry 
no instructions to the national con- 
yention, it 1s made up of men who 
strongly favor Palmer and who have 
expressed their intention to support 
tm, and therefore will vote as & 
unit in the convention.

To Old Judge 


Huntsville Stenographer, 
Rescued After Leap Into 
Ohio at Louisville, to Re- 
cover—Left Note. 


Louisville, Ky., April 7.—Rather 
than marry a “stogey old judge,” 
Miss Elizabeth Kirby, 25, of Hunts- 
ville, Ala., attempted suicide here 
yesterday by jumping into the Ohio 
river. A dock worker rescued the 
young woman who was taken to a 
hospital where she is said torbe 
recovering. 

The motive for the attempted 
suicide apparently was found in a 
note the woman left in a local 
rooming house addressed to her 
mother, in which she pleaded for 
one word from ho aud asked 
what she had done “to be forsaken 
by her parents.” She stated she 
would not sell herself “‘to the stogey 
old judge, nor any other man not 
of her choice.” Miss Kirby, at the 
hospital, said her father was J. L 
Kirby, a business man of Hunts- 
ville, and that she came here for 
employment a few weeks agq 


Huntsville, Ala., April 7.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kirby Malo, of this city, 
who attempted suicide by jumping 
into the Ohio river in Louisville, 
Ky., yesterday afternoon, is a sten- 
ographer, whose chief employment 
here was in law offices. 

Mrs. J. L. Kirby, mother of the 
young woman, says she knows noth- 
ing of the “stogey old judge” story. 
She said her daughter left home a 
short time ago and had not been 
heard from until the receipt today 
of news dispatches that she had 
attempted suicide.

Rialto Theater Threaten- 
ed With Destruction, But 
Firemen Stop Blaze in 
Time to Save House 
From Damage.

The Rialto theater had a narrow 
escape from damage by flames at 
an early hour this morning when a 
dangerous fire broke out in the old 
Inman _building, now owned by 
Hugh Richardson, on Forsyth 
street, to the south of this play-

OKLAHOMA BLAST 
KILLS 30 PERSONS 


Ponca City, Okla., April 8.—Thir- 
ty-two pergons sleeping in the New- 
port rooming house are thought to 
have been killed by an explosion 
which occurred at 12:30 o’clock this 
morning, believed to have been due 
to an accumulation of gas. The ex- 
plosion occurred in the Ferndale 
restaurant, owned by Ray Stanley. 

The explosion wrecked nearly the 
entire. block and persons on Main 
street after the explosion were 
nearly suffocated by gas. 

George Milner, one of the roomers, 
was rescued from the debris and 
taken to a hospital. He is believed 
to be fatally injured. 

Those in the rooming house could 
no tbe accounted for at 2 o’clock 
this morning.

Beard and Bagley’s Text- 
book Magnifies ‘ North- 
ern Heroes in Civil War 
and Is Repugnant to 
People of South, It I 
Claimed. : 


ADMITTED BY DYKES 


Fight Is Led by General 
Nathan Bedford and 
John Ashley Jones, of 
Confederate Sons—Ac- 
tion Is Deferred. 


Charging that Beard’s and Bag- 
ley’s “The History of the American 
People,” igs socialistic, is unfair in 
its treatment of the negro question, 
magnifies the northern heroes in 
the civil war and is repugnant to 
the people of the south, a bitter 
fight against its adoption as a text 
book in the Atlanta public schools 
was made before the board of edu- 
cation , Wednesday afternoon by 
General Nathan B. Forrest, com- 
mander of the United Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans of the South, and 
John Ashley Jones, commander of 
the local camp. The Atlanta chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy also protested through a com- 
munication, 

Adoption of the book was recom- 
mended by the cammittee on history 
composed of five ‘principals and 
teachers in the public schools and 
also by Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes. Matthew Page Andrew's 
“History of the United States” was 
recommended as second choice by 
the committee. 

After hearing from both sides, the 
board decided to defer action until 
another meeting some weeks hence 
in order that the members might 
personally familiarize themselves 
with the conterts of the two beoks. 

Caused Fight Last Yenr. 

“The History of the American 
People” is the same one that pro- 
voked a fight on the part of Super- 
intendent Dykes when the board 
was considering the adoption of a 
history textbook last year. Mr. 
Dykes fought the book at that time 
on account of alleged pro-German- 
ism of one of the authors, Charles 
A. Beard; who, it is said, under pres- 
sure resigned as a member of the 
faculty of Columbia university after 
he had been charged with pro-Ger- 
man utterances. Mr. Dykes objected 
to a number of passages, and the 
publishers agreed to, and did, make 
a number of changes suggested by 


the superintendent. 

Wednesday Mr. Dykes had copies of 
the revised edition at the meeting 
and stated to the board that in its 
present form he _ considered the 
book acceptable as a text book for 
Atlanta children, although admit- 
ting that in his opinion there is a 
vein of socialism in the book and 
maybe one or two statements with 
regard to the negro that ought to 
be changed. As against this he said) 
he found the book thoroughly up to 
date pedagogically, bright, practi- 
cal, interesting and thoroughly 
teachable. 


Failed to Find Socialism, 


The same thing was sald by Miss 
Rusha Wesley and Miss Lamar 
Jeter, two of the committee. except 
that they failed to find socialism 
apparent in the book. Miss Wesley 
said that she found the history re- 
ferred to the south as having “Jim 
Crow” cars, and that it said some 
people in the south do na® believe 
in educating the nego. These are 
truths, she said. Mrs. Blanche 
Campbell, eliminating supervisor of 
schools, stated that the book is 
“pedagogically good.” 

€eneral Forrest replied, and de- 
clared that the history is socialistic 
and its whole viewpoint is wrong. 
He also charged that it slurs at the 
the United States 
and should be rejected on that point 
alone. | 

“T have moved to Atlanta with 
my family -to make this city my 
home,” said General Forrest, “but 
I'll keep my children out of the pub- 


lic schools before I will let them 
study Beard’s and Bagley’s history.” 

In the topic of the revolutionary 
period, continued General Fgrrest. 
25 pages are devoted to men of the 
north and only one page to southern 
men: 

Mr. Jones declared that in addition 
to being socialistic. the author 
treats the negro question in the 
most offensive way. and that in its 
accounts of the civil war there are 
glaring mistakes all the way 
through. He read an extract from 
one of its chapters which he called

Admiral Rodman denied cate- 
gorically the charge that the navy 
entered the war without plans or 
policies; that it was unprepared to 
fight, or that it was a mistake to 
attempt to direct naval operations 
from Washington. The admiral 
said he appeared threugh a sensé 
of duty and to “defend the good 
name of the navy.” the work of

Navy Ready te Fight. 
Admiral Rodman declared that

Which should have  béen held 
csare.d” 

He was referring to Sims'* state- 
ment that Admiral Benson had told 
him just before leaving for London 
“not to let the British pull the woo! 
over your eyes.” 

Navy Had Plans, 

The charge that the navy entered 
the war without plans or wer-ae- 
fined policies was not correct, Ad- 
miral Rodman testified, adding that 
experience on the general board had 
given him opportunity to help pre- 
pare such plans. anticipating the 
probable advent of the United States 
into the war. These plans were 
modified to meet existing conditions, 


he said. Admiral Rodman asserted 
that the navy had many resources 


of information and recommendations 
abroad other than Sims, who, the 
witness said, implied the navy had 
delayed the war by not accepting 
all of his recommendations. 

War Not Won in London. 


The charge that the navy depart- cleared the way for the long debate. 
ment should not have attempted to/ Representative Flood, 


conduct operations from a point 
3,000 miles from the war zone was 
denied by Admiral Rodman, who de- 
clared that the “war was not fought 
and won in London,” and that the 
only place for the direction-and ad- 
ministration of the navy’s policy 
was in Washington. 

‘“To have moved our whole admin- 
istration to London, even though 
3,000 miles separated it from the 
scene of hostilities. would-have been 
a serious blunder.” he said. He 
added that he thought there had 
been an evident effort to discredit 
the navy, and his impression was 
that Admiral Sims sought to give 
the impression that he had most of 
the responsibility for running the 
war and that the navy department 
“fell down on the job,” because it 
did not follow his advice. 

On cross-examination Admiral 
Rodman said the only recommenda- 
ton he had to make to strengthen 
the organization of the navy depart- 
ment was the suggestion that the 
chief of naval operations be given 
full authority and entire responsi- 
bility.

5 RAILROADS HIT 
N CHICAGO STRIKE 


More Than 50,000 Men 
Idle — Outlaw Unions 
Being Formed to En- 
force Wage Demands. | 


Chicago, April 7.—An unauthor- 
ized strike of railroad employees 
which started a week ago in the 
Chicago switching district by the 
discharge of a yard conductor, to- 
night had spread until it had af- 
fected 25 railroads and in Chicago 
had thrown more than 60,000 men 
out of work, either directly or indi- 
rectly. 

More than 10,000 union railway 
men in Chicago and several hun- 
dred at Buffalo and at Champaign, 
Ill, were on strike. Many hundreds 
of men in Chicago packing houses 
were thrown out of work for lack 
of live stock. 

T “outlaw” organizations, 
brat 1 by the established brother- 
hoods as “rump” unions, had sprung 
up to challenge the right of the 
labor heads to lead their men, 

Unions Pledge Suppert. 

In the face of this opposition from 
within, the brotherhoods of engi- 
neers, railway trainmen, firemen 
and engine men, and the switch- 
men’s union ,of' North America, 
pledged their support to ratlroad of- 


ficers in breaking the walkout, and 
to that~end union railroad men 
throughout the country have been 


urged to report to Chicago to serve 
as strike breakers. 

Wide differences of opinions ex- 
isted as to how many men were out. 
Charles Riley, vice president of the 
Chicago Yardmen’s association, 
which called theestrike, said 14,0006 
switchmen and 3,000 engineers were 
idle, but railroad officers and broth- 
erhood heads scouted his figures as 
too large. They admitted, however, 
they had no figures on which to 
base counter claims, 


One of today’s developments was 
the formation of a new “outlaw” or- 
ganization, the National Engine- 
men’s association, by striking mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Engi- 
neers and Brotherhood of Firemen 
and Enginemen.

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Text of French 
Note to Berlin 
On Occupation 


Paris, April 7.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—A note prepared by Pre- 
mier Millerand was read to the am- 
bassadors today and then delivered 
to the German charge, Milhelm von 
Mayer, in which the premier de- 
clared that France had taken great 
care to inform and consult with the 
allies before occupying the Rhine 
cities. The text of the note follows: 
occupying Frankfort, 
_ Darmstadt and other cities, the 
French government took great care, 
as it was bound to do, te inform 
and consult with the allies. Many 
times since the treaty has come into 
force, France has ‘proved its desire 
to maintain close co-operation with 
the allies by waiving ita point of 
view and accepting theirs, 

“France was forced to act when 
faced not only by direct violation 
of the general stipulations of the 
Versailles treaty concerning all the 
allies, especially France, owing to 
its geographical position, but also 
by the failure of Germany. -to keep 
e promise given to him personally 
by a representative of the German 
government in conversations which 
were engaged in at the request of 
the latter. 

“Action Imperative.” 

“On March 28 the French premier 
declared from the tribune of the 
chamber of deputies that France, 
which was still awaiting the begin- 
ning of the realization of the most 
urgent reparations, could not delay 
indefinitely making decisions which 
were imperative. On March. 28, D». 
Goeppert informed the French gov- 
ernment that the German .govern- 
ment had not considered in any way 
the possibility of sending additional 
troops to the Ruhr valley without 
the authorization of the French 
government. 

“On April 2, Premier Millerandd 
confirmed to the German charge 
d'affaires the decisia that the 
French government coulé not, as far 
as it was concerned, give such au- 
thorization, unless French ; troops 
sould be authorized to occupy si- 
multaneously Frankfort, Darmstadt, 
Homburg, Hanau and Dieburwx. 

“On April 3, Dr. Goeppert admitted 
that reichswehr troops superior to 
the effectives fixed by the decision of 
August 9, 1919, has penertated the 
Ruhr and asked in the name of the 
German governemnt that the formal 
authorization necessary to that ef- 
fect be given to the German gov- 
ernment after the act had been ac- 
complished. 

Allies Informed. 

“The same day, at Berlin Under- 
Secretary of State von Haniel in- 
formed General Barthelemmy, who 
replaced General Noilet, that the 
German government had given en- 
tire freedom of action to C ommis- 
sioner Severing concerning tue use 
of troops ccncentrated for tne pur- 
pose of operations in the Ruhr val- 
ley, and assumed the responsibility 
for their action in the neutral zone. 

“The French government immedi- 
ately informed its alliv+s of his com- 
munication, confirmed by its own 
information, val'ng attention to the 
fact that the German government 
was violating Articie 4 cf -the 
treaty—a _ vVi0iation constituting a 
casus belli, and expressing the hope 
that the allied zovernments would 
cecognize the necessity of iminediate 
action and would lend assistance to 
France in an efllective manner. for 
the execution of miiitary measures 
which cvuld not be avoiled or de- 
ferred. 

“It was. not the _ first time the 
French governme.t had warned ita 
allies of that necessity. As @arly 


'as March 23, the Frenea government 


Lrepent the pruposition of occupy- 
ing Frankfort ai.d other cities be- 
fore the council iu London, which 
expressed the opinion on March 235, 
that the moment was nct itmely. 
Infraction Unauthorized. 

“The German government address- 
ed itself directly to the French gov- 
ernment to ovtain. authorization to 
send troops to the Ruhr -valley. The 
French government had no reason 
to authorize such infraaction of the 
treaty, inasmuch as its own infor- 
mation concurred with that of its 
allies in deciding that the military 
occupation of the Rulir was useless 
and dangerous,

Paris, April 7.—The French 
hold President Wilson partly re- 
sponsible for the German én- 
trance into the Ruhr basin. 

“His Ruhr note favoring admit- 
ting the Germans into the Ruhr 
basin undoubtedly furnished the 
Germans with the final encour- 
agement,” Stephen Lauzanne, 
editor of The Matin, told the 
United New? tonight. 

“Flushed vith, their success In 
ten previouw treaty evasions and 
with fair reason to count on Wil- 
son’s support this time, Berlin 
evidently decided the moment 
had come to risk the boldest eva- 
sion of all to test the strength 
of the Versailles treaty.”

Long columns of the red army 
in motor lorries and on foot passed 
through Elberfeld yesterday. Most 
of them surrendered their arms at 
Elberfeld. Others marched into the 
occupied territory, chiefly to Solin- 
gen, where they were disarmed by 
the British. Other insurgent bands, 
still armed, are wandering about 
the mountains. 

Five hundred insurgents 
transferred by the British 
camp near Cologne.

BRITISH PARTICIPATION 


CONSIDERED UNLIKELY. 

London, April 7.—There ig little 
probability of Great Britain partici- 
pating in the French advance into 
Germany, as far as can be ascer- 
tained at present, and, according to 
a statement current in some quar- 
ters, the British government feels 
itself placed in an awkward posi- 
tion by the French occupation of 
German Cities. 

When such a move was discussed 
recently at the meeting of the am- 
bassadors’ council, it is said Great 
Britain and Italy dissented, or at 
any rate strongly urged the neces- 
sity of careful consideration before 
taking any definite steps. Conse- 
quently it was not expected that 
France would proceed to occupy the 
neutral zone without their formal 
approval. Such approval, it is said, 
certainly has never been given and 
when the British government was 
faced with the accomplished fact, 
it was considerably surprised.

“The United States is in a unique 
position, still being at war with 
Germany, and her government’s 
opinion regarding the right method 
of securing observance of the peace 
treaty will not, we fear, be consid- 
their own.”

Flight of large numbers of the 
communists into occupi territory 
is considered an indication that the 
revolt in the Ruhr region is near 
an end.

The situation in the Ruhr Valley is 
bad and living conditions are almost 
unbearable. <A railroad strike at 
Essen is reported and no trains are 
running. 

Gelsenkirchen, north of here, and 
Dortmund and Schwartz, to the east, 
were captured today and occupied 
by advancing government troops. 
Much fighting is reported in the 
Ruhr area. 

There are indications of the “red 
terror” in Essen under the direction 
of Russian officers, it is said. 

The chief of staff of American 
forces here has repeated his declar- 
ation that he has no direct concern 
with any action outside of American 
occupied territory except on spe- 
cific instructions from Washington.

on. 

The largest single increase was 
$11,700,000 for completing aviation 
tenders under construction at Hog 
Island, for which material already 
has* been fabricated. The house 
omitted this item. 

To complete the 1916 program as 
decided on by the house, the sen- 
ate committee raised the appropria- 
tions from $48,000,000 to $62,000,900. 
Items of $11,000,000 for torpedo boat 
constructionyg and $44,000,000 for ar- 
mor plate wére lef unchanged. 

In providing additional funds for 
naval aviation,’ the senate commit- 
tee ,increased the house item for 
naval aircraft from $3,464,000 to

tion stations from $1,257,000 to $5,- 
400,000. Funds for experiments and

Leaders on both sides who infor- 
mally canvassed the senate vote, re- 
fused to comment on the probable 
outcome. It. was said, however, 
forty democrats and thirteen repub- 
licans were against the training 
plan. Jn this situation, a movement 


was begun aiming at the substitu- 
tion of a program of voluntary 
training. 

There was sharp debate today on 
the training scheme, which was 
commended and condemned, but the 
sum total of action was the decision 
to postpone from 1921 to 1922 the 
date on which the plan would be 
put into force. This was done with 
less than a dozen senators in the 
chamber. 

Bill Is Defended. 

Senator Wadsworth, republican, of 
New York, in charge of the bill, 
declared the regular army would 
never be big enough to defend the 
country. Urging adoption of the 
training plan he contended the sen- 
ate bill, includin the training 
scheme, would oe A an annual 
maximum. expenditure of $700,000,- 
000, or “but one-twentieth as much 
spent for the army alone during 
eighteen months of the world war.” 

Citing instance sof untrained 
Americans being sent into battle, 
Sénator Wadsworth asserted it was 
an “indictment against America” to 
ask such men to fight. 

Senator Pomerene, democrat, Ohio, 
opposing immediate adoption of the 
plan because of the expense, de- 
elared the “tragedy of untrained 


men being sent into battle was not 


due so much to unpreparedness as 
to the negligence of: officers who 
sent them into fighting.” His an- 
swer brought a ripple of applause 
from gallery spectators. Attacks 
on the training provision were also 
made by Senators Nelson, republic- 
an, Minnesota, and Smith, democrat, 
Arizona. 
Galleries Olive Drab. 

Galleries liberally sprinkled with 
olive drab, and whose civilian oc- 
cupants as often as not sported the 
silver or bronze Victory Button, 
looked down upon the senate during 
the debate. In fact, the galleries 
seemed to have more interest in 
what was done to the measure than 
did the senate itself, for during the 
reading of the provision concerning 
universal military training, only 
five of the members were present 
—to the uttered disgust of Senator 


Wadsworth. 

Yet while the galleries seemed to 
be with the New York senator in 
all of his iterations that “this must 
not happen again,” and nodded a 
tacit “that’s so,” when he exclaim- 
ed, “it took us thirteen months and 
three weeks to put the first divi- 
sion over the top,”- the only open 
applause of the day was accorded 
one of the opponents of universal 
training, Senator. Atlee Pomerene, 
of Ohio.

CARRANZA ATTACKS 


Mexican Prescribes Solidari- 
ty for Latins as “Antidote” 
for United States Policy. 


Washington, April 7.—Solidarity 
among Latin-American nations must 
replace the Monroe doctrine as the 
protective policy of those countries, 
President Carranza, of Mexico, in an 
interview printed recently by La 


Prensa, of Buenos Aires, copies of 
which have just reached Washing- 
ton. The Mexican executive was 
quoted as declaring his unalterable 
opposition to the Monroe doctrine, 
which he characterized as inefficient 
for the purpose of meeting the 
needs of weak nations. 

It is not true, President Carranza 
said, that the United States govern- 
ment assisted the revolution which 
placed him in power, nor did he be- 
lieve any official assistance has 
come from Washington to the vari- 
ous rebel factions below the border. 
but he expressed his conviction that 
“unscrupulous merchants” are send- 
ing arms and ammunition into Mex- 
ico. The most serious problem now 
facing Mexico, he said, lay in the 
coming elections, but he promised 
the federal army will uphold the 
successful candidate against all mal- 
contents. 

According to La Prensa, Carranza 
is of the opinion that the Mexican 
government will annul Vast conces- 
sions granted foreigners in Lower 
California. 


L. & N. INCOME 
FOR 1919 PLACED 
AT $17,310,494 


Louisville, Ky., April 7.—Com- 
ments of a general nature only on 
the results of two years of govern- 
ment operation of railroads were 
made by Henry Walters, chairman 
of the board of directors, and Mil- 
ton H. Smith, president, in their 
yearly report to the stockholders of 
the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road company at the annual meet- 
ing here today. 

Discussing the new railroad law, 
the report said, “If cOnservatively 
administered, it is believed -it will 
assist greatly in restoring credit of 
the railroads.” : 

All directors were re-elected, 

Gross income of the system, ac- 
cording to the report of Auditor W. 
F. Kennedy, was $19,979,119, as com- 
pared with $17,310,494 the annual 
income upon which is based _ the 
“standard return” of the govern- 
ment.

Upshaw Squelches 
“Uncle Joe” Cannon 


Washington, April 7.—(Special.)— 
In the debate in the house today 


on the question of extending the 
benefits of the farm loan bank to 
the citizens of Porto Rico, Congress- 
man William D. Upshaw accpeted 
the invitation from Senor Cordova 
Davilla, delegate from the West In- 
dian possession of the United States, 
to reply to criticisms of the bill by 
‘“Uncel Joe’ Cannon. 

The doughty, aged, but vigorous 
ex-speaker, in arguing against the 
bill, urged that the distance between 
Washington and Porto Rico’ consti- 
tuted what he intimated was an in- 
superable barrier to the proper op 
erations of the measure in that 
possession. Replying to this criti- 
cism, Mr. Upshaw said: 

“My honored friend and colleague, 
the gentleman from Illinois, spoke 
of the distance between here and 
Porto Rico. Gentleman of the com- 
mittee, I would help you remember 
that there is no distance in the 
realm of faith; thére is no distance 
in the realm of love; there is no 
distnce in the realm of patriotism; 
there is no such thing as distance 
beneath the protecting folds of the 
American flag.” 

Both Sides of House Applauded. 


Both sides of the house applauded 
loudly this point. The demonstra- 
tion of approval was even more pro- 
nounced on the republican side of 
the house than among the demo- 
crats. The Atlanta congressman 
concluded by saying: “Having ac- 
cepted their arms, their loyalty and 
their enthusiastic support during the 
world war, then, in the name of 
American fairness, American honor 
and American freedom, let us now, 
as a rich and mighty nation, admit 
these struggling people to all the 
blessings that should come to them 
beneath the flag which they de- 
fended with such unquestioned fi- 
delity.” 

The bill was adopted by an over- 
whelming majority.

Is Not Signed

The whole country has been told 
,nearly a year in  stentorian 


the peace treaty, 
and thousands 
of tons of print 
paper, which in 
the present 
shortage of that 
commodity 
might have been 
given to some- 
thing more im- 
portant to this 
country than the 
specious argu- 
ment of the re- 
publican senate 
and members of 
the foreign re- 
lations commit- 
tee, have been 
used to spread 
the destructive 
critieism of dis- 
gruntled politi- 
cians. 


Nothing has been said of what 
we shall lose if we do not sign the 
treaty, and America will lose much. 
Already we have lost much, and 
“big busines,” which at first looked 
a bit askance at the treaty, is be- 
ginning to marshal its forces to 
compel the republican party to 
“right-ahout-face” and end the rest- 
lessness and chaos into which it 


has thrown the United States by its 
dilatory measures over this great 
world’s document. It is useless to 
say that “the matter is up to Presi- 
dent Wilson,” because, as yet, the 
treaty has not been presented at 
the white house for the president’s 
signature or veto. To date the 
whole fiasco can be laid to the door 
of the senate. 

If America does not sign the 
treaty, she will lose much in cold 
cash and all chance for the su- 
premacy of our commerce. Ger- 
many has promised us in the treaty 
that she will not make any, differ- 
ence between our. commerce and 
the commerce of other nations. If 


' we do not sign the treaty what 
| meaning will that promise have? 


If we d& not sign the treaty we 


_ will lose all reparation for the Lusi- 
tania and her precious cargo of 


American men, women and chil- 


| dren, and by losing it we will prac- 
' tically admit that at 


that time, 
while America was still neutral, she 
had no right to “the freedom of 
the seas.” 

If we do not sign the treaty, wé 
will lose the $800,000,000 collected 


by the alien custodian, and which 
Germany in the treaty promised tu 
pay back to her citizens in Amer- 
ica. Also the promise in the treaty 
which Germany has made us to re- 
imburse all American citizens for 
money and property lost fn Ger- 
many during the war will be null. 
If we do not.sign the tré@aty, we 


will lose reparation for millions of 
tions of shipping sunk by German 
submarines. 

If we do not sign the treaty what 
will we do with all the German 
ships seized in American ports at 
the beginning of the war? 

If we do not sign the treaty we 
will have to enter into long diplo- 
matic, commercial and other negotia- 
tions with Germany over questions 
that already have been settled by 
Germany in the treaty now in force 
with our allies, and this business 
unrest will continue until those 
negotiations are over. 

If we do not sign the treaty we 
will lose a place upon the repara- 
tion committee of the league 6? na- 
tions; the most important commit- 
tee the world has ever Known, as 
it will not only make decisions upon 
reparation, but it will control trade 
with Germany, exports and imports, 
including chemicals and dyes, which 
it is well known that before the 
war Germany led the world. 

In the ‘business world of America 
there is a terse sentence, which 
through long usage Has become its 
slogan: ‘Money talks.” There is 
no sentiment in the facts printed 
above. It is simply a citation of a 
few of the commercial and financial 
losses that will come to America if 
sh does not sign the treaty. 

Before I left Europe in August 
last, and during a short stay the 


latter part of July in Switzerland, 
I learned that Spain was reaching 
out for trade supremacy in Ger- 
many. She was selling to the Ger- 
mans, leather of which Spain haa 

a large amount, and of which Ger- 
mae had great need. At that time 
a man representing leather goods, 
from America, who had been trav- 
eling in Spain, told me that Amer- 
ica’ was already very late in the 
field. And he did not speak very 
politely of the United States senzite 
as he voiced his opinions. 

I wonder what he is 
now.

Answers to Yesterday’s Questions. 

1. Half pint, pint, quart and two- 
quart jars are the best containers 
for the pantry supplies, The need 
of replenishing is readily seen 
without opening the covers. 

® The use of reed furniture is 
not limited to the porch and sun 
parlor, but adds much pleasing in- 
terest, variety and comfort to any 
room in the home except the din- 
ing room. 

° The use of rubber stair treads 
will prevent slipping on the base- 
ment or cellar stairs. 

4. White bread sometimes cracks 
at the sides because the oven is 
too hot. The crust browns too 
in such a case and the 
gasses, in their offort to_ escape, 
push their way out at the sides, pro- 
ducing “cracks.” Very frequentiy 
too much flour is used in the mix- 
ing. Two and one-half cups of sift- 
ed flour to one cup of liquid gives 
usually the necessary stiffness to 
the dough. 

5. Chemically-treated dust cloths 
are better than a plain, ordinary 
cloth, because they do not scatter 
dust, but take it up. They may be 
washed without impairing their 
dust collecting qualities. 

6. A napkin is placed at the left 
h is at the left of 
the plate. It is ironed in two folds 
and the last one is folded until pert- 
fectly square. The opposite corners 
of the square may be turned under, 
leaving two points and the mono- 
gram or initial in the one nearer 
the edge. 

7. If a small amount of salt is 
ndded to the milk it aids a little in 
the digestion. A large amount is 
never advisable.

But not a soul in the big crowd 
looked for Dempsey to knock down 
Willard seven firnes and hammer 
him nearly to death in the first 
round. 

Perhaps Willard was the most 
Surprised man of all, for he had 
made all arrangements to go to New 
York after the fight and start out 
in the movie picture business anda 
the big scene jn his first picture was 
to be a view of his quick and won- 
derful victory over Dempsey, which 
failed to materialize. 

But the surprise at the defeat of 
Willard was no less than the sur- 
prise party tendered John L. Sulli- 
van’s friends when he fell at New 
Orleans before Jim Corbett, 

The betting before that fight was 
4 to 1 on Sullivan and the latter's 
friends had actually arranged for a 
big banquet at which he was to ap- 
pear after whipping Corbett. But 
the victory over Corbett and the 
banquet failed to pan out, and many 
in the surprised crowd who had bet 
their last dollar on John L. had to 
walk the ties'or ride on the rods 
home. 

Ivery great fight appears to bring 
up some strange happening¢/ Strange 
and surprising indeed, was Carpen- 
tier’s quick victory over Beckett at 
London. 


In fact, at nearly every prize 
fight, big or little, some strange 
thing out of the ordinary happens, 
and there are few battles that turn 
out as predicted by the fight ex- 
perts. 

A strange thing happened whe. 
Frank Crosby an Harry Sharpe 
fought a skin-tight glove fight at 
Nameoki, Ill., a few years ago. 

The fight went inte darkness, but 
with the approach of night neither 
man was willing to quit fighting. In 
the midst of an uproar as to what 
the other fellow was going to do 
about it, a groceryman appeared 
with a box of candies and offered 
his wares for sale to the highest 
bidder. 

Every man at the ringside bought 
a candle and lighted it. Soon the 
ring and its surroundings appeared 
as light as day, and the fighters 
went on battling until a lucky blow 
landed on Crosby's jaw and put him 
out of the running. 

It was the first prize fight ever 
ae out in the open under candle- 

ght. 


That was a strange happening at 
the figt between Paddy Ryan and 
John L. Sullivan for the champion- 
Ship of the world. 

Strange to say, at that fight two 
referees were selected to pass on 
the merits of the fight instead of 
one, and Sullivan once told the story 
of how they came to seloct two ref- 
erees in this way: 

“They were betting that Ryan 
would lick me, and I was only a cub 
then. 

“IT had to show them, and they 
were betting all kinds of money on 
Rvan, 

“But when I came into the ring 
the Ryan people didn’tlikethe looks 
of me, and they began to scheme. 

“They wouldn’t agree to a referee, 
and there would be no fight. 

““Let them pick their own -:ref- 
eree,’ I whispered to Arthur Cham- 
bers, who was behind me, 

“But he was too foxy for that. 
But what he did was to let them 
chaose one referee while he chose 
the other, and then and there the 
first time in the history of the ring 
a fight for the world’s championship 
took place with two referees offici- 
ating instead of one. 

“Had the fight then been close the

Here ig where the chances of three 
National league teams—St. Louis, 
Pittsburg and Brooklyn—teams that 
have shown most extraordinary 
strength in their regular line-ups 
geem to go glimmering. 

There is a saying in baseball that 
no team has ever won a champion- 
ship without an extraordinarily good 
catcher. This is perhaps an exag- 
geration, but not much of one. Un- 
til we came to the dope on the Na- 
tional league catchers it looked as 
if the Pirates, Cards and, to a Jesser 
degree, Brooklyn had gained s80 
much jn strength that they were 
real pennant factors. The study of 
the catching departments, however, 
causes their stock to take a sudden 
slump. Nor does there seem to be 
much of a chance for any one of 
these three teams to show much of 
an improvement in the catching de- 
partment, 

With only the pitchers left to 
study, it looks as if Pirates, Cards 
and Brooklyn must be counted out 
of the dope championship unless in 
the figures on the pitchers, they 
show most extraordinary atrength. 

Chicago, with Bill Killifer at the 
helm during about 135 and perhaps 
more of the 154 games, certainly 
shows the class of the National 
leugue. You must remember, also, 
that a strong catcher not only gains 
points for himself but‘adds to the 
strength of the pitching department 
enormously. 

Brovklyn, which in the rovgh dope 
appears to have one of the best 
pitching staffs in the country, cer- 
tainly will lose much ground be- 
cause of the fact that the catching 
talent is mediocre and shows little 
promise. of improving. St. Louis, 
which needs pitching above _ all 
things, shows only a fair catching 
staff and the weakness in catching 
will hurt the pitching. 

Oddly enough, the Giants, a team 
which has for years shown chronic 
weakness in catching, looms up in 
second place. This, of course, is due 
to the fact that the Giants in their

endeavor to purchase a pennant last 
year, secured the services of Gon- 


zales and Snyder, two of the first- 
water veterans. 
the strength of the Giant pitching 
staff must show improvement. 

The world's champion Reds rank 
third. Their catching staff runs 
true to Red form. Moran can use 
his catchers so as to get the best 
results from all. Instead of being 
as weak as the weakest point of 
each catcher, Moran’s staff as a 
whole seems to adjust itself sq that 
he can utilize the strongest feature 
of each man’s work. 

Nor is the liability of injury as se- 
rious in the case of Reds and Giants 
as it ig in the case of the Cubs. If 
Gonzales and Snyder should be hurt, 
the Giants still have two capable 
and corking catchers, both strong 
in offensive work, even if slightly 
below par in defensive.

The_Phils have an extraordinary 
amount of strength In the catching 
department. I am frank to admit 
that if that tearn figured a little 
higher in defensive strength, the 
catching figures would be much 
more imposing. In other words, the 
catchers lose points in value because 
of the reflex —— of the strength 
in other positions. It is discourag- 
ing work for good catchers to han- 
die bad pitchers. If the Phils had a 
real chance, and the conditions were 
not so discouraging, the catching 
strength would show greater in the 
figures. 

In the next article we will study 
the American league pitchers. Pitch- 
ing, as you know, is 30 per cent of 
the total defensive strength of any 
team. Therefore, the study of the 
pitchers takes on great importance 
in doping. The figures are impor- 
tant enough to turn a second divi- 
sion team into a pennant. prospect.

Last year a play almost came up 
in the American league that created 


much discussion as to what would 
have been the proper decision had it 
actually been put up to the umpire 
for a ruling. Here were the condi- 
tions that existed. Before going 
into the details or the play, I must 
add that a bit of boneheaded run- 
ning on the part of one of the run- 
ners made the play possible. 

Two men were out with runners 
on first and gecond. The batter hit 
a fly to short left field. The run- 
ners started to advance at the crack 
of the bat. The runner on second 
scored on the hit, which «fell safe 
to the ground, The runner on first 
when midway between second and 
third made up his mind that the ball 
would be caught, incidentally he 
labored under the impression that 
only one man was out. Since there 
were two out, there wasn’t a thing 
in the world for him to do but Keep 
on running. The fact that he be- 
lieved there was only one out caused 
the mix-up, 

The moment that he felt certain 
the ball would be caught, he turned 
and started back for first, hoping to 
thereby prevent a double play. He 
touched second on his way back to 
first. When about midway between 
first and second on the way back, 
the coacher at first base managed 
to make it Known to him that the 
ball had not been «caught. He 
wheeled around and started for sec- 
ond again. The left fieldéf got the 
ball on the first bounce and made a 
fast throw to second base. The ball 
arrived at that base a fraction of a 
second ahead of the runner, who 
slid in feet first. Had the fielder 
who was standing on the base held 
the ball, there would have been a 
sure enough argument. Fortunately 
for the umpire, the second baseman 
dropped the ball, which nullified the 
situation that had been created by 
the “bone-headed” base running of 
one of the athletes, 

If the second baseman held the 
ball, which arrivea at that base a 
fraction ahead of the runner, would 
it have been a force play, which 
would have retired the runner? If 
it was a force play, would it have 
erased the.run that had been made 
by the man originatly on second, be- 
cause the rules explicitly state that 
no run can be scored on a third out 
that is a force out, 
gality of the run depended on wheth- 
er the umpire would have regarded 
the play as a force, there was much 
interest in the piny.
